"Where Service Predominates*"

Lesson on the above topic for 
June 7 is Luke 23:33-46; Mark 
15:33, 34 (compare John 19:25- 
30), the Golden Text being Isaiah 
53:5, “He was wounded for our 
transgressions, He was bruised for 
our iniquities; the chastisement of 
our peace was upon Him; and 
with His stripes we are healed.") 


THE PLACE where our Lord 
was crucified was called Golgotha, 
or the place of a skull. Some think 
it was so called because the mound 
at that place is shaped somewhat 
like a skull; others think it was 
given that name because it was 
there dead bodies were thrown. 
Jesus was nailed to the cross, 
and on each side of Him were 
hung a thief—a common criminal, 
who was probably not only a 
thief, but a murderer. This was 
the final humiliation of One who 
had done nothing but good in the 
short time He was upon the earth. 
This punishment was probably 
planned by those who feared Him, 
so as to show their contempt for 
the Man who had dared to tell 
them they were hypocrites and 
scoundrels. 
One of the robbers derided Him, 
saying, “lf Thou be Christ, save 
thyself and us.” But the other 
chided him, saying. "Dost not thou 
fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? And we in­ 
deed justly; for we receive the 
due reward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. 
“And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comcst 
into Thy kingdom, 
“And Jesus said unto him. Ver­ 
ily I say unto thee. Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” 
Never Too Late 
It is never too late to repent 
of even a life of wickedness, you 
see. This man could not have been 
wholly bad. He saw that he de­ 
served his puniahment and Re­ 
pented, and was forgiven. 
Over Jesus’ head a sign had 
been hung at Pilate's command, 
reading. ‘ This is the King% of the 
Jews.” The chief priests and 
Scribes didn’t like this, and pro­ 
tested to Pilate, but he refused to 
have it changed. And the people 
stood looking at Him in His 
agony, and the rulers also, the lat­ 
ter jesting and sneering at Him. 
saying. “He saved others; let Him 
save Himself, if He be Christ, the 
chosen of God.” 
Four soldiers were detailed to 
guard the crucified men, and they 
took. 
Jesus* 
garments, 
divided 
them into four parts, and cast lots 


for them. During the hours when 
Christ hung on the cross He 
spoke seven times. When the sol­ 
diers were nailing Him to the 
cross, He said, “Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what 
they do.” These words are typical | 
of His teaching on earth, forgive j 
your enemies, do good to those 
that despitefully use you. 
The second was what He said to 
the repentant thief. The third was 
to His mother, Mary, who knelt 
at the foot of the cross, and to 
His most loved disciple. To His 
mother, He said, "Woman, behold 
thy son”; and to the disciple, 
John, “Behold thy mother." “From 
that hour,” John tells us. "that 
disciple took her unto his own 
home.” 
The fourth saying of Our Lord 
was apparently a cry of anguish, 
“My God, My God. why hast Thou 
forsaken me?” Did He indeed feel 
that His Father had forsaken 
Him? I think not, only the man. 
Jesus suffered as a man and cried 
out as a man would. 
At the sixth hour the sky had* 
darkened and some of the ac­ 
counts say there was a great 
earthquake, which frightened the 
watchers. The veil of the temple, 
which separated 
the 
Holy off 
Holies from the rest of the tem­ 
ple, was “rent in twain from the. 
top to the bottom.” 
“After this. Jesus knowing that- 
all things were now accomplished,! 
that the scripture might be ful­ 
filled. saith. I thirst.” 
There was a vessel of vinegar! 
or sour wine near by, probably put 
there for the soldiers who guarded 
Him to quench their thirst. One 
of them took a sponge on a long 
branch and held it to His mouth. 
John says that Jesus received it; 
others that He refused it. And He 
said, “It is finished,” which is His 
sixth saying, and then, “Father, 
into Thy hands I commend My 
spirit.” 
At the ninth hour, when Jesus 
had given up the ghost, the cen­ 
turion who stood near the cross 
said. "Truly this man was the Son 
of God.” It would be interesting 
to know' what Impression this 
scene had on this soldier’s after 
life. Did he, like the thief, repent 
of his sins and did he Join the 
band of Christs followers? We do 
not know', of course. 
So ends the life of the Christ 
Man. Jesus, on earth. Only to His 
disciples and close friends did He 
appear again after the resurrec­ 
tion, and then He was with them 
only for a short time. We suffer 
when we think of this time, but by 
His death He brought life to the 
world—everlasting life.

Hiving Bees 
I recently learned how to hive 
bees and since this is the season 
of the year when bees are sw arm­ 
ing, I thought this information 
would be of interest to our corn 
belt readers, where you will find 
a few bees on thousands of farms, 
and many large apiaries. 
“Hive the bees, very early in 
the morning, while they are cool 
and not yet very active,” Harry 
Hiestand, Hillsboro, Ohio, said. 
“You come out very early tomor­ 
row morning, about sun up and 
bring a good hive with you and 
I'll show you how I hive them, 
and I have been raising bees for 
a good many years,” he continued. 
I was on time and after I 
cleared away the grass I spread 
paper over the ground and s*»t the 
hive on it, just below the swarm, 
hanging on a low grapevine bush, 
on an arbor. Mr. Hiestand careful­ 
ly cut off the branches on which 
they were clustered, and gently 
lowered them in front of the hive. 
I expected to see them swarm up 
angrily, and probably sting him, 
but they didn’t. 
They seemed to 
like the experience and soon went 
into the hive In droves, it seemed 
to me. A few flew around awhile 
anc! then most of them went in. 
When I asked why they w*ere so 
gentle and so easy to handle, Mr. 
Hiestand said that late In May. 
most sw’arms were full of honey 
and not hard to handle. 
“Watch 
out for the swarm late in the Fall, 
though.” he explained. 
“Some­ 
times they haven’t had much to 
eat and they are cross and hard 
to do anything with.” 
Then he 
said that if a swarm had a rather 
distinct odor and were quick in 
their movements that they would 
ating you, if they got a chance. 
I haven't learned how to hive that 
kind of a swarm yet, but I under­ 
stand that skilled bee men smoke 
them awhile and then hive them, 
while they are still “dopey” with 
smoke, as one man expressed it. 


Muring R*e« 
L. L. Landes* of Hillsboro re­ 
cently told me that a good many 
swarms of bees were injured or 
even 
killed 
when 
they 
were 
moved. “Put screen wire over the 
opening Instead of stuffing rags 
into it, and then tilt the front end 
of the hive up a little higher than 
the back, when you load it into 
your car, so you won’t smother 
the bees, if they should fall down 
in the hive entrance,” he ex­ 
plained. 
I bought a hive from Mr. Land- 
ess and he told me that he had 
been handling bee equipment for 
many years, in connection with 
his grocery and seed business. He 
thinks that you can make some 
money raising bees lf you will use 
modem equipment, and modern 
methods of handling them.

Doctoring Sheep and Clilrken* 
“You can’t doctor a sheep or a 
chicken; 
when 
they 
get 
sick 
they’ll die.” I was raised on that 
theory which Is false. 
You can 
doctor both of these valuable an­ 
imals but best of all, you can pre­ 
vent much sickness and avoid the 
need for 
doctoring them very 
much. 
If you raise chickens on hard­ 
ware cloth, until they are eight 
or ten W’eeks old, and then move 
the brooder house to a field that 
has been in the rotation since you 
had chickens on it and some dis­ 
tance from the house, so the soil 
w'on’t be contaminated by other 
chickens, and bring them from 
there to a modern laying house, 
and keep them in all the time, 
very few of them are apt to be 
sick. lf you started out with baby 
chicks from blood tested flocks, 
like those from our best chick 
hatcheries. 
I have been on hun­ 
dreds of com belt farms where 
this has been well demonstrated. 
Treating the farm flock for 
stomach w'orms at least four or 
five times during the Summer and 
then rotating the pastures will 
prevent most sickness of sheep; 
and even lf they get “Grub in the 
Head” treating them with sul- 
fathiazole according to the direc­ 
tions given by your veterinarian, 
will kill most of them. 
Keeping your sheep on dry roll­ 
ing ground is very important, for 
a sheep doesn t like to have its 
feet wet. 
Then housing in an 
open shed and leaving it to the 
sheep to decide if it w'ants to be 
in the building or out of it will 
prevent much sickness in a farm 
flock.

wires from the electric lighting 
system in the house were passed 
and then attaching two electric 
light bulbs, to supply the heat for 
the brooder box. 
“That works 
well and wre have no trouble at alt 
in brooding about IOO chicks at 
a time,” Mr. Hiestand explained.

"3. If you are at home, send all 
members of the family to the ref­ 
uge room. Have as little window 
exposure as possible. Equip the 
home shelter with drinking water, 
toilet facilities, a flashlight, a port­ 
able radio, a strong table, food 
and reading material. 
“4. It ii not necessary to turn off 
the gas at the meter unless bombs 
are actually falling in your im­ 
mediate vicinity, 
"5. Blackout your home com­ 
pletely. 
Not a single crack of 
light should be seen from the out­ 
side. 
"6. Keep away from windows. 
Flying glass splinters are danger­ 
ous. 
“7. If bombs fall near by. get 
tinder a heavy table or an over­ 
turned davenport. 
"8. Do not rush out of your home 
when the all dear signal sounds. 
u9. Keep the blackout. Th# raid­ 
ers may return. 
"IO. Keep calm. Keep cool. Set 
an example for others.”
